when  he  had  16  points  in  IIT°s  35-32  conquest  over  West  Virginia 
Tech,  his  five  points  in  the  overtime  period  were  the  deciding 
factor. 

Although  Benevich 's  average  dropped  in  the  RIT  Tourney,  he 
still  has  a  23 „ 9  points  per  game  average.   Last  season  he  led  the 
Techawks  to  a  14-7  record  with  a  23  point  average, 

Benevich  went  to  Chicago's  St.  Ignatius  High  School,  where 
he  finished  fifth  in  scoring  in  Chicago's  Catholic  League,   Through 
the  tourney,  Benevich  has  now  a  collegiate  point  total  of  1205, 
third  best  in  IIT's  history,, 

Besides  being  picked  as  the  most  valuable  player  in  the  RIT 
Tourney,  Benevich  was  picked  on  the  All-Tourney  first  team  for  the 
second  straight  year. 
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CHICAGO,  ILL,  --  On  Tuesday,  January  8  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  Techawks  will  go  after  its  first  victory  of  the  new 
year  and  its  sixth  of  the  season  as  it  hosts  the  University  of  Chicago. 
The  varsity  game  will  start  at  8:00  at  Dunbar  High  School,  located 
at  30th  Street  and  South  Parkway,  and  will  be  preceeded  by  a  6:30 
J-V  game . 

Last  season  the  Techawks  beat  the  Maroons  56-33  at  Chicago  and 
59-47  at  home o   The  veteran  Maroon  team  will  be  out  to  turn  the 
tables  on  IIT  this  season,  as  they  have  an  impressive  5-1  record 
to  date.   The  Maroons  are  led  by  the  rebounding  of  6 '8"  center 
Gene  Ericksen  and  the  scoring  of  seniors  Joel  Zemans  and  Larry  Liss. 

Captain  Dan  Benevich  has  been  the  top  scorer  and  rebounder  for 
the  Techawks  this  season.   He  has  averaged  close  to  24  points  a 
game  and  was  chosen  "Most  Valuable  Player"  in  the  Rochester  Tech 
Christmas  Tourney. 

In  winning  the  RIT  Tournament  Consolation  Championship,  IIT 
had  to  go  into  overtime  to  beat  pre-tourney  favorite  V/est  Virginia 
Tech.   The  loss  was  only  the  second  in  eleven  games  for  West  Virginia 
Tech,  who  slowed  down  the  game  but  could  not  crack  IIT's  zone  defense. 
The  win  was  sweet  revenge  for  IIT  coach  Ed  Glancy,  as  the  same  team  had 
upset  the  favored  Techawks  the  year  before  21-19  in  another  slow-down, 
overtime  game.

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CHICAGO,  ILL.  --  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  chemistry 
department  was  recently  awarded  two  National  Science  Foundation 
grants  totaling  $39,095.   The  funds  will  be  used  to  conduct  a  research 
participation  program  this  summer  for  high  school  and  college  chemistry 
teachers. 

Teachers  who  take  part  in  the  program,  being  held  at  IIT  for  the 
fourth  consecutive  year,  are  those  with  B.S.  or  higher  degrees  in 
chemistry  who  are  interested  in  research  in  the  field  of  physical, 
inorganic,  or  organic  chemistry. 

According  to  Dr ,  Vi' .  W.  Brandt,  director  of  the  program  and 
assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  IIT,  the  basic  aim  of  the  research 
program  is  to  strengthen  chemistry  teachers'  backgrounds,  so  that 
they  may  improve  their  teaching  and  in  turn,  be  better  able  to  stimulate 
their  students  to  greater  scholastic  efforts. 

Participating  teachers  will  each  receive  an  active  research 
problem  to  solve  during  the  Summer  session,  which  lasts  from  8  to  11 
weeks    They  will  receive  $75  to  $100  per  week  stipends  from  the  NSF 
grant,  and  will  also  be  given  dependency  and  travel  allowances.

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CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  A  modern  approach  to  engineering  was  introduced 
today  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  an  attempt  to  stem 
the  tide  of  engineering  manpower  losses  in  many  of  the  nation's 
industries,  and  to  combat  the  obsolescence  of  engineering  skills 
brought  about  by  the  rapid  rate  of  technological  development. 

IIT  announced  plans  to  initiate  its  new  program,  which 
de-emphasizes  overspecialization  in  specific  engineering  disciplines, 
with  the  start  of  next  year's  fall  semester.   The  program  will 
emphasize  advanced  level  instruction  in  the  engineering  sciences 
with  a  corresponding  advanced  level  professional  program  in  the 
specialized  fields  of  engineering. 

Under  the  new  program,  reports  Dr.  Ralph  Owens,  dean  of  the 
engineering  school,  common  core  engineering  science  courses  taught 
during  the  sophomore  and  junior  years  will  replace  some  of  the 
specialized  courses  which  represent  a  sizeable  portion  in  many 
engineering  programs  today.   Common  core  physical  science  and 
mathematics  courses  will  be  taught  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
years  to  all  students  majoring  in  engineering,  as  well  as  to  majors 
in  the  physical  sciences  and  mathematics.

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The  new  IIT  curriculum  provides  engineering  students  with  the 
strongest  possible  background  in  the  physical  sciences,  mathematics, 
and  the  engineering  sciences,  Owens  said.   He  commented  that,  based 
on  this  broad  foundation,  it  would  then  be  possible  to  build  an 
exceptionally  strong  professional  engineering  program. 

In  addition,  the  IIT  program  will  bring  the  engineering  student 
into  contact  with  the  realities  of  modern-day  automation  by  making 
a  basic  computer  programming  course  mandatory  for  all  engineering 
majors,  he  went  on. 

Commenting  on  the  deficiencies  of  overspecialized  programs, 
Owens  said  that  present  day  needs  of  industry  and  government  call 
for  engineers  with  maximum  adaptability  and  versatility  within 
their  own  fields  of  specialization,  and  within  interdisciplinary 
fields  related  to  their  particular  work.   He  stated  that  present 
problems  of  engineering  research  and  development  make  it  mandatory 
that  the  future  engineer  receives  an  education  which  will  enable  him 
to  acquire  the  new  techniques  and  knowledge  needed  for  future 
engineering  developments.   Thus  engineers  of  the  future  will  continue 
to  play  a  significant  role  in  space-related  industries,  and  at 
the  same  time  actively  participate  in  the  development  of  new  ideas 
and  methods.

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Engineers  with  the  broadest  and  most  fundamental  backgrounds, 
he  went  on,  will  be  the  most  successful  in  bridging  the  gap  between 
scientific  development  and  practical  engineering  application  in  the 
face  of  the  rapid  technical  and  environmental  changes,  which  are 
here  today  and  which  will  be  occurring  in  the  future  at  an  even 
more  accelerated  rate. 

A  serious  pitfall  in  overspecialization  at  this  time,  according 
to  Owens,  would  be  the  obsolescence  of  engineering  skill  due  to 
the  rapid  rate  of  modern  day  technical  changes.   Obsolescence  most 
readily  affects  those  who  are  steeped  in  detail  and  who  lack  the 
broad  conceptual  understanding  necessary  for  adaptability,  he  stated, 

The  new  appraoch,  according  to  Owens,  should  help  to  reverse 
the  current  trend  of  decreasing  college  engineering  enrollments. 
Many  young  people  who,  at  present,  are  attracted  by  the  broad  scope 
of  the  physical  sciences  would  find  an  engineering  program  built 
on  a  foundation  of  physical  sciences  equally  as  challenging  and 
rewarding,  he  said. 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  thus  becomes  one  of  the 
select  schools  in  the  nation,  and  the  first  in  the  Midwest  to  offer 
this  broad  concept-type  engineering  program,  Owens  explained.

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The  change  at  IIT  will  be  enthusiastically  received  by  industries 
seeking  qualified  engineers,  Owens  said.   Present-day  needs  are 
strongly  centered  about  engineers  with  a  maximum  adaptability  to 
new  ideas  and  new  methods.   This  program,  he  stated,  will  meet 
those  needs,  and  moreover,  will  make  it  possible  to  produce  an 
engineer  with  the  deepest  understanding  of  the  present-day  and 
future  aspects  of  his  particular  field  of  specialization. 

The  majority  of  industries  today,  he  said,  require  graduates 
with  this  broad  background  and  are  prepared  to  orient  the  young 
engineer  in  terms  of  particular  approaches  and  techniques.   By 
the  same  token j  Owens  added,  young  people  with  this  type  of  training 
are  better  prepared  to  continue  their  professional  development 
through  continued  education,  both  formal  and  informal,  thus  making 
them  the  type  of  engineers  who  will  be  most  eligible  for  advancement 
to  industry's  managerial  levels.

Students  will  meet  on  the  IIT  campus  in  two  groups  on 
alternate  Saturdays  for  16  weeks  begining  Feb   9  and  running  from 
10  a.m.  to  noon„  The  title  of  the  course  is  *'Genes  Chromosomes 
and  Evolution" o   The  teacher  will  be  Dr   Richard  A.  Spieler, 
assistant  professor  of  biology. 

Presentations  will  center  upon  concepts  in  modern  evolutionary 
genetics,  including  the  role  played  by  genes  and  chromosomes  in 
the  process  of  adaptation  and  natural  selection,  the  effects  of 
hereditary  agents  on  inherited  traits  >,  and  examples  of  current 
research  on  species  ranging  from  protozoa  to  man,   A  certificate 
of  achievement  will  be  given  to  students  who  complete  the  study.

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Rev,  Mr.  Sturtevant  has  accepted  the  position  of  university 
pastor  of  the  Metropolitan  Campus  Ministry  of  Greater  Chicago, 
a  newly  formed  inter-denominational  foundation  which  develops 
and  supervises  religious  programs  on  various  college  campuses 
in  the  area .

CHICAGO,  Jan,  26  —  Former  Postmaster  General  Arthur  E.  Summerfield, 
in  a  commencement  address  delivered  here  today,  stated  that,  "while 
we  could  not  make  a  more  serious  mistake  than  to  downgrade  Russia's 
educational  achievements,  there  is  one  great  flaw  in  Soviet  education. 
It  is  the  inability  of  tyranny  to  tolerate  the  truly  questioning 
m-ind." 

3peaking  to  the  graduating  class  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Summerfield  cited  the  Soviet  regime's  discouragement  of 
free  inquiry  beyond  the  areas  of  technology  and  the  physical  sciences. 
"This  oxthodoxy,"  he  said,  "so  deep  in  the  Communist  educational 
system,  i&  intolerant  of  the  probing  questions  of  gifted  young 
students.   The  basic  truths  are  answered  for  them,  by  rote,  from 
Marx  and  Lenin.   It  is  apostasy  to  doubt.   It  is  dangerous  to 
question.   It  is  impossible  to  follow  the  truth." 

Citing  the  fact  that  the  Soviets  are  turning  out  more  scientific 
people  than  we  are,  Summerfield  doubted  that  "mere  numerical  comparison 
is  too  meaningful."  He  told  the  I  IT  graduates  that  they  had  received 
an  education  "as  excellent  as  any  obtainable  in  America"  and  went 
on  to  say  that  "large  numbers  of  our  most  able  youth  continue  to 
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choose  science  as  their  vocation.   The  number  studying  for  masters 
degrees  is  steadily  going  up.   The  number  working  for  doctorates  in 
engineering  is  up  25  per  cent  over  just  a  year  ago," 

Summerfield,  who  was  Postmaster  General  in  the  Eisenhower 
administration,  warned  his  listeners  against  complacency,   "Let  us 
concede,  he  said,  "that  we  have  serious  conceptual  problems  of  our 
own.   Through  we  are  not  ordered  to  accept  prefabricated  solutions  of 
these  problems,  as  in  the  Communist  society,  the  results  can  be 
comparable  if  we  fail  to  challenge  and  to  probe," 

He  warned  against  "the  doctrine  of  apathy,  „  ,the  tyranny  of 
indifference,  .  .the  acceptance  of  mediocrity,  ,  .the  tolerance  of 
demagoguery.  ,  .aquiescence  to  hypocrisy  in  our  political  and  civic 
life." 

Urging  his  young  audience  to  do  better  than  their  elders  have 
done,  Summerfield  warned  them  that  they  were  inheriting  a  great  many 
problems  from  the  past,   "A  case  in  point,"  he  said,  "is  our  nation's 
staggering  public  debt — in  my  opinion,  a  shameful  legacy  to  the  youth 
of  our  land,  ,  , right  now  it  exceeds  300  billion  dollars,"   He  stated 
further  that  the  "torrent  of  liabilities  committed  not  by  you  but 
by  us,  over  future  years  for  your  country's  forward  burdens  comes 
to  more  than  one  trillion  dollars," 

Summerfield  conceded  that  government  spending  has  to  be  higher 
than  in  the  past  because  of  population  growth,  defense  costs,  and 
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our  burgeoning  economy.   He  warned  that  increased  spending  and 
taxation  would  lead  to  a  "vast  faceless  paternalism,"  and  cited 
the  example  of  ancient  Athens  as  a  society  which,  in  Plato's 
phrase,  "died  of  its  own  excesses," 

He  urged  the  IIT  graduates  to  participate  fully  in  civic  and 
political  life,  quoting  the  Athenians  to  the  effect  that  "we  regard 
the  man  who  holds  himself  aloof  from  public  affairs  as  useless."

Purpose   of   the   Conference 

The  American  Power  Conference  was  organized  in  1952  as  successor 
to  the  Midwest  Power  Conference.  It  is  sponsored  by  the  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  with  the  cooperation  of  the  universities  and  tech- 
nical   societies    listed    above.

CHICAGOj  ILL  --  A  versatile  program  emphasizing  recent  major 
apbievements  in  power  generation,  transmission  and  distribution  will 
be  presented  at  the  1963  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Power  Conference 
to  be  held  on  March  26-28,  at  the  Sherman  House  in  Chicago,   Sponsored  by 
the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  cooperation  with  nine  engineering 
societies  and  fourteen  universities,  the  conference  is  observing  its 
silver  anniversary,  according  to  Dr,  R,  Ao  Budenholzer,  director  of  the 
conference.

interest  in  500  kilovolts  for  major  interconnections  has  led  to  a  group 
of  papers  devoted  to  special  problems  associated  with  this  voltage o   With 
D-C  transmission  being  applied  to  several  special  situations „  it  warrents 
careful  attention  in  the  United  States  for  both  special  and  possible 
general  application  for  system  interconnection.   New  developments  in 
automation,  computer  application,  system  planning,  distribution,  sensors 
for  instrumentation  and  related  topics  will  be  included.

In  the  mechanical  area,  special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
advancements  in  central  station  power  plant  design  and  construction. 
Stations  capable  of  generating  as  much  as  1,000,000  kilowatts  with  a 
single  giant  turbo-generator  set  will  be  discussed.   Also  on  the  agenda 
will  be  a  discussion  of  plants  to  be  built  at  the  mouths  of  coal  mines  to 
minimize  the  cost  of  transportation  of  coal  from  mine  to  plants   Other 
sessions  will  feature  the  use  of  large  aircraft  gas  turbines  especially 
modified  for  power  generation  in  central  station  plants  and  the  use  of 
combined  gas  turbine-steam  turbine  generators .

CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 
recently  announced  the  selection  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
as  one  of  a  number  of  colleges  and  universities  to  receive  graduate 
training  grants  for  the  academic  year  1963-64. 

The  IIT  grants  will  go  to  ten  predoctoral  students  who  have 
chosen  a  graduate  study  research  program  which  is  space-oriented, 
and  will  total  $188,700  over  three  years.   NASA's  purpose  in  awarding 
the  grants  is  to  help  achieve  the  long  range  objectives  of  the  national 
space  program  and  to  meet  the  nation's  future  needs  for  highly  trained 
scientists  and  engineers,  according  to  an  agency  spokesman.   These  skills 
are  in  short  supply  and  will  be  needed  in  increasing  numbers  over  the 
next  decade,  he  said, 

IIT  was  selected  by  NASA  not  only  because  it  conducts  doctoral 
programs  in  space-related  science,  but  because  of  its  plans  to  broaden 
and  strenghten  these  programs.   The  candidates  for  graduate  degrees  will 
be  selected  by  IIT  and  will  enter  the  program  in  September  of  1963.   Each 
student  chosen  will  receive  a  stipend  of  $2,400  per  year  plus  dependancy 
allowances  of  up  to  $1,000.   The  grants  will  also  cover  tuition  and 
university  costs.   Each  student  is  assured  three  years  of  graduate  study, 
providing  he  maintains  a  satisfactory  record. 
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Six  Chicago  high  school  students  who  have  won  full-tuition 
scholarships  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  attended  a 
recaption  today  on  the  I IT  campus.   Their  host  was  Dr.  Thomas  E. 
Hogan,  IIT  dean  of  students.   The  scholarships,  which  are  for  one 
year,  are  awarded  annually  on  the  basis  of  students'  consistently 
excellent  high  school  academic  records,  service  to  the  high  school 
or  community,  and  high  scores  on  a  College  Board  examination, 
which  is  used  as  a  scholarship  examination.   This  year  all  six 
scholarship  winners  will  enroll  in  IIT's  Division  of  Engineering 
and  Science.

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CHICAGO,  ILLo  —  A  group  of  leading  U.S,  industrial  executives 
will  meet  February  13th  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  to  match  wits  with  an  electronic  computer  and  with  one 
another  in  a  scientific  game o 

The  players  will  be  participants  in  a  workshop  on  "Improving 
Decision  Making  in  a  Smaller  Company,"  jointly  sponsored  by  IIT  and 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Management.   The  game  will  be 
based  on  an  executive  decision  game  developed  at  UCLA,  which  simulates 
the  economic  operation  of  a  one-product  industry  comprising  many  firms 

The  purpose  of  the  game  is  to  develop  in  management  people  a 
broad  realization  of  how  their  decisions  affect  the  company  as  a 
whole,  and  the  importance  of  an  carefully  designed  and  consistant 
company  strategy o 

From  the  group  attending  the  workshop,  a  ntimber  of  teams  will 
be  chosen,  each  team  made  up  of  people  from  the  various  phases  of 
management,  such  as  production,  marketing,  etc.   Each  team  will 
compose  the  management  of  a  single  "company,"   The  teams  will  meet 
separately  and  plan  the  strategy  of  their  "company"  for  the  forth- 
coming quarter  year,  having  only  a  general  economic  forecast  as  a 
guide.

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The  teams  will  decide  matters  such  as  pricing  policy,  expenditures 
for  marketing,  research  and  development,  plant  modernization  and 
expansion,  whether  to  compete  on  price  rather  than  depending  on 
advertising  and  product  features  and  the  quantity  of  product  to  be 
produced  during  the  coming  quarter „   The  quantity  of  the  product  sold 
will  depend  upon  general  economic  factors  plus  the  interaction  of  the 
decisions  of  all  the  company  teams  in  the  hypothetical  industry. 

When  each  team  has  made  its  decisions,  results  will  be  computed 
on  an  IBM  1620  computer  at  IIT's  computer  center.   As  the  computer 
gives  the  results  for  each  quarter,  plans  for  the  succeeding  quarter 
will  be  modified  by  each  team  accordingly.   The  game  will  cover 
approximately  8  quarters  (two  years)  and  the  team  making  the  highest 
"profit"  over  the  period  of  the  whole  game  will  be  the  winner. 

The  workshop  will  take  place  in  the  Grover  M^  Hermann  Hall  on 
the  IIT  campus,  and  will  last  from  8:30  a.m,  till  4:00  p^m.   The 
principal  speaker,  C.    Robert  Egry,  professor  of  industrial  engineering 
at  Notre  Dame  University,  will  discuss  the  value  of  management  games 
in  training  people  for  top  management,  various  alternative  team 
organizations  for  game  purposes,  and  suggested  company  policies  and 
strategies .

The  Rosetta  Stone  of  Life"  is  the  title  of 


a  February  15  lecture  by  Dr.  George  W„  Beadle,  president  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  the  third  in  the  current  Sigma  Xi  lecture 
series  being  held  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

The  lecture  will  deal  with  DNA  (deoxyribonucleicacid)  the  basic 
hereditary  material  contained  in  virtually  all  living  forms.   As  the 
substance  which  constitutes  the  genes,  DNA  contains  and  stores  within 
the  genes,  the  secret  of  a  hiunan  being's  heredity. 

Currently  chairman  of  the  American  Cancer  Society  Scientific 
Advisory  Council  and  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  Committee  on 
Genetic  Effects  of  Atomic  Radiation,  Beadle  is  also  a  member  of  the 
President's  Scientific  Advisory  Committee,   He  holds  numerous  scientific 
honors  including  the  1958  Nobel  Prize  in  Medicine,  the  Albert  Einstein 
Comnemorative  Award  (1958)  and  the  Lasker  Award  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  (1950) .   He  has  made  substantial  contributions  to 
the  chemical  methods  of  studying  mutations  -  a  field  which  has 
revolutionized  the  science  of  genetics. 

Dr,  Beadle  will  speak  on  Friday,  February  15  at  8:00  p.m.  in 
IIT's  Chemistry  Auditorium  3255  South  Dearborn.   The  public  is  invited. 
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CHICAGO,  ILL,  --  The  fact  that  purely  psychological  stress  is 
capable  of  producing  gastric  ulcers  in  laboratory  animals  has  been 
demonstrated  for  the  first  time  in  a  series  of  experiments  recently 
conducted  by  Dr ,  Marion  H.  Groves  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  purpose  of  these  experiments  was  to  gain  new  insight  into 
the  process  of  ulcer  formation  in  the  human  being.  This,  in  turn, 
may  open  new  roads  to  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  ulcers  in  man. 

Groves,  who  is  acting  dean  of  the  graduate  school  and  associate 
professor  of  psychology  at  IIT,  subjected  groups  of  white  rats  to 
electric  shocks  and  trained  half  of  the  animals  to  turn  off  the  shock 
by  pressing  a  lever =   Pairs  of  rats  were  placed  in  adjacent  cages, 
the  floors  of  which  were  electric  grids.   One  of  the  animals  in  each 
pair  was  untrained  and  did  nothing  but  receive  the  shock  until  the 
other  animal  turned  it  off. 

Later,  the  circuits  were  changed  in  most  of  the  cages.   The 
trained  rats  in  these  cages  could  turn  off  the  current  by  pressing 
a  lever  only  part  of  the  time.   At  other  times,  pressing  the  lever 
had  no  effect ,   The  psychological  stress  that  this  caused  in  the 
trained  rats  is  termed  "expectancy  failure"  by  Dr.  Groves.

When  the  stomachs  of  the  rats  were  examined  at  the  end  of  the 
experiment,  it  was  found  that  ulceration  had  taken  place  in  the 
stomachs  of  some  of  the  trained  rats,  the  ones  that  had  experienced 
expectancy  failure,  but  ulcers  did  not  occur  in  the  stomachs  of  the 
untrained  rats,  which  had  experienced  only  the  electric  shock „   This 
indicates  that  physical  stress  alone  did  not  cause  ulceration,  but 
had  to  be  accompanied  by  psychological  stress. 

On  the  other  hand,  ulcers  did  not  occur  in  those  rats  which 
experienced  expectancy  failure  but  received  only  mild  shocks.   This 
indicates  that  the  intensity  of  the  psychological  stress  is  directly 
related  to  the  strength  of  the  motivation  (in  the  case  of  the  rats, 
desire  to  terminate  a  heavy  shock  by  pressing  the  lever)  and  to  the 
speed  and  frequency  with  which  ulcers  are  developed. 

Another  interesting  result  of  the  experiment  was  the  observation 
that  the  rats  which  developed  ulcers  also  became  more  aggressive 
(attacking  and  biting  a  rod  when  it  was  inserted  into  their  cages), 
while  the  untrained  rats,  which  experienced  only  electric  shock  and 
did  not  develop  ulcers,  became  self-destructive,  biting  themselves. 
Dr.  Groves  is  conducting  further  investigations  to  discover  why  these 
latter  phenomena  occur. 

In  detail,  the  experiment  was  conducted  as  follows: 


-more- 
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After  four  days  of  training,  the  trained  rats  were  divided  into 
four  groups  and  the  electric  curcuitry  was  changed  so  that  the  trained 
animals  of  the  first  group  were  25%  successful  in  turning  off  the  shock, 
the  second  group  50%  successful,  the  third  group  75%  successful  and  the 
fourth  group  100%  successful.   Successes  were  distributed  unsystematically 
among  failures „   In  each  case  the  trained  rat  was  paired  with  an 
untrained  one o 

The  four  groups  were  subjected  to  various  periods  and  intensities 
of  shock;  and  at  the  end  of  the  experimental  period  all  the  rats  were 
anesthetized  and  sacrificed.   The  animal's  stomachs  were  opened  and 
examined  for  ulceration^   The  results  showed  that  a  psychological 
variable  such  as  the  stress  induced  in  the  rats  by  the  failure  of  the 
shocks  to  stop  whenthey  pressed  the  lever,  as  they  had  been  trained  to 
do,  produced  ulcers  when  accompanied  by  a  strong  motivation  (in  the  form 
of  a  heavy  shock) . 

The  fact  that  it  was  psychological  stress  and  not  the  physical 
effects  of  the  electric  shock  that  caused  the  ulceration  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  control  group  of  untrained  rats,  which  experienced 
the  same  shock,  but  not  the  "expectancy  failure,"  did  not  develop  ulcers. 
(Actually,  three  of  the  control  group  did  develop  ulcers,  but  this  was 
attributable  to  the  unintentional  "training"  of  these  three  animals. 
They  became  accustomed,  during  the  four  days  of  training,  to  the  shock 
ceasing  when  the  trained  animals  pressed  the  levers,  and  experienced 
expectancy  failure  later  when  the  current  failed  to  stop.)

CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  A  course  for  high  school  seniors  in  the  design, 
operation,  and  potential  use  of  the  electronic  computer  will  be 
offered  for  the  first  time  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
beginning  Feb.  16,  1963. 

Attending  the  course,  which  is  free  of  charge,  will  be  300  seniors 
selected  by  the  Computer  Center  staff  at  IIT.   Application  forms  were 
sent  to  232  Chicago-area  high  schools. 

"The  modern  computer  has  come  to  stay,"  said  Dr.  Howard  N. 
Schemising,  the  assistant  director  of  IIT's  Computer  Center  who 
organized  the  course,  "and  it's  bound  to  affect  all  our  lives  in  one 
way  or  another.   Many  people  believe  that  the  computer  is  solely  a 
device  for  carrying  out  arithemtical  calculations.   In  actual   fact, 
the  modern  computer  has  been  designed  to  perform  logical  functions  rather 
than  mere  arithmetic.   By  way  of  example  we  can  point  to  such  successful 
applications  as  class  scheduling,  language  translation  and  the  analysis 
of  election  returns." 

"We  believe  that  it  goes  without  saying,"  Schmeising  continued, 
"that  computers  will  assume  an  increasingly  important  role  in  many 
other  areas  of  modern  life.   Consequently,  we  submit  that  regardless 
of  his  future  vocation,  the  intelligent  high  school  student  can 
definitely  benefit  from  an  early  introduction  to  computers." 
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Schemising  stated  that  actual  experience  with  a  west  suburban  high 
school  had  shown  that  high  school  students  are  able  to  handle,  and  are 
interested  in,  a  short  but  comprehensive  computer  activity.   He  also 
pointed  out  that  high  schools  have  neither  the  equipment  nor  the 
instructors  at  present  to  carry  out  such  a  course  of  study  "on  a  non- 
trivial  level."   This  is  why  the  IIT  Computer  Center,  which  does  possess 
the  equipment  and  personnel,  is  offering  its  services. 

The  philosophy  of  the  course,  Schmeising  stressed,  is  to  introduce 
the  student  to  what  computers  are,  and  how  they  operate — it  is  not  to 
train  them  to  be  programmers.   He  also  pointed  out  that  superior 
mathematical  ability  does  not  necessarily  constitute  any  advantage  for 
a  student.   "The  student  most  likely  to  benefit  from  this  course",  he 
said,  "has  a  logical  mind  capable  of  manipulating  abstractions.   These 
abilities  are  astonishingly  independent  of  the  student's  major  course 
of  study.   For  example,  music  majors  have  in  many  cases  proved  to  be 
good  programmers." 

The  course,  which  will  be  taught  by  Edison  B.  Schroeder,  a  computer 
systems  expert,  will  cover  topics  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Computation  in  a  historical  perspective.   Types  of  computers. 
Typical  means  of  applications  and  examples. 

2.  Digital  computer  organization.   Machine  languages  and  symbolic 
programs.   Programming  systems. 
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3.  How  to  organize  a  problem  for  computer  solution. 

4.  Elementary  problems  will  be  assigned  to  the  students  and  they 
will  be  given  time  to  actually  process  their  programs  on  the  IIT  computer. 

The  course  will  be  given  on  Saturday  mornings  from  9:30  until 
10:45.   Each  student  will  attend  five  lectures  and  one  laboratory  session, 
but  the  same  lecture  will  be  given  on  successive  Saturdays  to  allow  for 
conflicts  in  the  student's  schedule,  such  as  scholarship  examinations, 
school  games,  etc.

CHICAGO,  ILL.  ~  Graduate  training  in  the  "polishing"  of  water 
is  the  objective  of  a  $170,000  U,  So  Public  Health  Service  grant 
recently  awarded  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  it  was  announced 
today  by  Dr„  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president. 

Polished  water,  a  term  used  by  sanitary  engineers,  is  water 
free  from  harmful  contaminants,  after  being  treated  by  both  biological 
and  chemical  methods.   The  grant  will  support  five  graduate  students 
working  for  advanced  degrees  in  sanitary  engineering. 

Pointing  out  the  growing  awareness  of  need  for  trained  sanitary 
engineers  in  the  industrial  Midwest,  Dr.  C.  Fred  Gurnham,  I IT  professor 
of  civil  engineering  and  chemical  engineering,  commented  that  the 
emphasis  of  IIT's  graduate  program  is  chemical  rather  than  the 
conventional  biological  approach.   Chemical  and  biological  techniques, 
one  supplementing  the  other,  suggest  the  possibility  of  rapid  advances 
in  the  field,  he  added. 

Among  the  program's  primary  objective  is  the  development  of  new 
and  improved  techniques  for  treating  industrial  wastes  before  discharge 
and  before  they  reach  natural  streams.

The  problem  of  accurately  predicting  deflection  has  become 
particularly  acute  because  of  the  steadily  increasing  use  of  high- 
strength  steels  and  lightweight  aggregates  in  reinforced  concrete 
construction,,   The  use  of  these  new  materials  to  replace  conventional 
steel  and  ordinary  sand  and  gravel  reinforced  concrete  tends  to 
magnify  the  discrepancy  between  actual  deflections  observed  in  real 
beams  and  predicted  deflections  computed  according  to  the  presently 
accepted  procedures.   Large  deflections,  if  not  anticipated  by  the 
structural  designer,  could  easily  render  a  building  unacceptable, 
if  not  downright  useless  and  dangerous „ 
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Testing  machines  in  the  IIT  laboratories  capable  of  exerting  up 
to  1,000,000  pounds  of  pressure  will  be  used  to  subject  reinforced 
concrete  beams  of  various  sizes,  strengths  and  designs  to  repeated 
cycles  of  loading  and  unloading  of  different  periods  of  duration. 

In  the  experiment,  the  repetition  of  loading  and  unloading  will 
duplicate,  in  a  relatively  short  time,  the  varying  stresses  which  a 
beam  might  undergo  over  a  period  of  years  in  an  actual  structure. 
In  an  industrial  plant,  for  example,  heavy  machinery  being  removed 
and  replaced,  or  moved  from  one  area  to  another,  places  varying 
stresses  on  the  structural  members  of  the  building. 

Data  from  the  experimental  phase  of  the  program  will  be  used, 
with  the  help  of  IIT's  electronic  computer  center,  to  verify 
existing  theories  and,  if  found  necessary,  to  work  out  an  improved 
"engineering"  theory  for  the  deflection  analysis  of  reinforced 
concrete  beams .

"We're  running  out  of  competent  engineers  in  this  area  not 
simply  because  they  move  to  other  parts  of  the  country  or  because 
our  universities  aren't  producing  enough  graduates,  but  because 
technology  is  advancing  so  rapidly,"  observed  Dr.  To  Paul  Torda, 
IIT  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  and  chariman  of  the 
conference. 

He  explained  that  when  scientists  and  engineers  stop  formal 
study  and  work  for  firms,  they  often  lose  contact  with  important 
studies  and  research  in  their  fields. 

"This  is  not  a  new  difficulty,"  he  said.   "But  the  intensity 
of  the  problem  is  new  and  growing. 
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"Books  alone  can't  help  scientific  personnel  because  there 
is  a  time  lag  of  at  least  five  years  before  new  technical  knowledge 
becomes  available  in  printed  form,"

CHICAGO  —  The  age  and  early  development  of  the  earth  will  be 
the  subject  of  a  lecture  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
fourth  in  IIT's  current  Sigma  Xi  lecture  series. 

Dr.  John  Laurence  Kulp,  director  of  the  geochemistry  laboratory 
at  Columbia  University's  Lamont  Geological  Observatory,  will  explain 
how  radioactive  elements  contained  in  rocks  can  be  used  as  "clocks" 
to  determine  the  time  of  formation  and  the  history  of  rock  systems 
with  great  accuracy. 

Applying  modern  geochemical  methods  to  the  field,  Kulp  has 
investigated  such  problems  as  radiochemistry ,  nuclear  geophysics, 
and  worldwide  fallout  of  atomic  debris. 

Kulp  will  speak  on  Friday,  March  22  at  8:00  p.m.  in  IIT's 
chemistry  auditorium,  3255  South  Dearborn.   The  public  is  invited. 
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CHICAGO  —  Prof.  Ludwig  Karl  Hilberseimer ,  city  and  regional 
planning  expert  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  named 
the  1963  "Chicagoan  of  the  Year  in  Architecture  and  Engineering" 
by  the  Chicago  Junior  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry, 

The  award,  which  will  be  presented  on  March  26th  at  the 
Jaycee's  annual  award  banquet  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  is  being 
made  in  recognition  of  Hilberseimer 's  significant  contributions  in 
the  field  of  city  and  regional  planning.   At  the  banquet,  announcement 
will  be  made  of  the  1963  general  "Chicagoan  of  the  Year,"  who  will 
be  selected  from  among  the  winners  in  fifteen  catagories. 

In  his  book  The  Nature  of  Cities,  published  in  1956,  Hilberseimer 
outlined  a  replanned  Chicago  extending  as  far  as  the  Fox  River 
in  the  city's  western  suburbs.   Under  his  plan,  the  Chicago  inhabitants 
would  be  protected  from  such  current  problems  as  slums,  traffic 
hazards,  air  pollution,  parking  problems  and  wild  suburbanization. 

Hilberseimer,  a  76-year-old  native  of  Karlsruhe,  Germany, 
has  received  many  awards  for  his  world-wide  contributions  to  city 
and  regional  planning.   In  1928  he  founded  the  department  of  city 
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planning  at  the  Bauhaus,  famed  pre-war  German  school  of  design., 
It  was  there  that  he  became  a  colleague  of  Ludwig  Mies  van  der 
Rohe,  with  whom  he  moved  to  the  United  States  in  1938.   Like  Mies, 
Hilberseimer  joined  the  faculty  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
where  he  became  a  professor  and  director  of  IIT's  department  of 
city  and  regional  planningo 

Hilberseimer  is  the  author  of  several  other  books,  among 
them,  The  New  City,  The  New  Regional  Pattern,  and  Mies  van  der  Rohe. 
He  lives  at  1510  No  Dearborn  Street,  ChicagOo

CHICAGO  —  If  you  had  to  find  five  qualified  university-level 
engineering  teachers  who  were  willing  to  leave  on  ten  days  notice  for 
a  five-month  stay  in  Afghanistan,  where  would  you  look? 

A  good  place  to  start  might  be  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 
In  answer  to  an  emergency  call  from  AID  (Agency  for  International 
Development) ,  I IT  is  sending  two  engineers  with  graduate  degrees  to 
teach  at  the  University  of  Kabul  in  the  Afghan  capital.   The  emergency 
arose  when  a  number  of  American  teachers  had  to  return  to  the  United 
States  unexpectedly,  leaving  vacancies  on  the  University  of  Kabul  faculty, 

with  the  new  semester  due  to  begin  in  early  April.   Other  American 

universities,  which  cooperate  in  the  long-rang  AID  program  of  helping 
underdeveloped  countries  train  engineers,  supplied  the  remaining  teachers. 

It  was  particularly  important  that  American  teachers  be  found  without 
delay  because  the  Russians,  who  have  a  common  border  with  the  remote  but 
strategically-located  Asian  kingdom,  and  who  have  been  competing  with 
the  United  States  in  supplying  aid  to  the  Afghans,  would  have  been  only 
too  happy  to  make  up  the  loss,  thus  securing  a  foothold  in  an  engineering 
faculty  that  has  been  English-speaking  until  now. 

The  two  I  IT  engineers,  who  will  return  to  the  Chicago  campus  in  time 
for  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  semester j,  are  Dr.  Walter  D.  Pilkey  of  the 
mechanics  research  division  of  IIT's  Armour  Research  Foundation,  and 

Leonard  Y.  Cooper,  an  engineering  graduate  student  who  is  currently 
completing  his  PhD.  dissertation  at  IIT,   They  will  leave  Chicago  for 
Afghanistan  on  March  25th,   Cooper  lives  at  3128  West  Jarvis,  and  Pilkey 
at  3100  South  Michigan.

CHICAGO,  ILL„  —  On  Saturday,  March  30,  at  10:30  the  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  track  team  will  participate  in  a  triangular 
meet  with  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Chicago  and  Valpariso 
University,   The  meet,  held  at  Valpariso,  Indiana,  will  mark  the 
opening  of  the  1963  season  for  the  Techawks. 

Captain  and  hurdler  Len  Johnson,  along  with  ten  other  lettermen 
will  be  out  to  better  last  season's  7-5  record,  and  their  chances 
of  doing  so  are  considered  excellent.   Freshman  Keith  Snuggerud  has 
already  broken  the  school  discus  record  in  practice  and  freshman 
Dave  James  is  only  an  inch  under  sophomore  John  Vomastic's  school 
pole-vault  record o   Generally  speaking,  the  Techawks  should  be  very 
strong  in  the  field  events.   There  is  also  more  depth  in  the 
distance  races  than  there  was  last  year.   The  only  weakness  is  the 
lack  of  a  replacement  for  graduated  sprinter  Jack  Novesel,  who 
holds  the  school  record  of  9o8  in  the  100  yard  dash. 

Although  Valpariso  and  the  Illini  both  beat  IIT  last  season, 
the  Techawks  could  take  this  one  if  they  pile  up  enough  points 
in  the  field  events  to  offset  a  slight  weakness  in  the  running  events, 
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CHICAGO  —  Chicago's  mil lion- volume  John  Crerar  Library  of 
science,  technology  and  medicine  will  be  rededicated  as  a  free 
public  research  facility  Wednesday,  April  3. 

Ceremonies  dedicating  the  68  year  old  Library's  new  $2,000,000 
building  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  be 
open  to  the  public. 

Dr,  John  R.  Pierce,  father  of  the  Bell  Telephone  System's 
Telstar  communications  satellite,  will  give  the  dedicatory  address, 
at  8  p.m.,  April  3,  in  the  auditorium  of  IIT's  Grover  M.  Hermann 
Hall,  directly  north  of  the  library. 

Pierce  is  executive  director  of  research  of  the  communications 
principles  and  communications  systems  division  of  Bell  Telephone 
laboratories. 

The  subject  of  Pierce's  address  will  be  "Technology  and 
Communications."   He  will  discuss  ways  in  which  advances  in  communications 
technology  will  affect  the  exchange  of  ideas,  and  the  influence  of 
technology  both  in  regimenting  men  and  in  giving  them  greater 
opportunity  for  individuality. 
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The  dedication  program  includes  open  house  library  tours  and 
exhibits,  beginning  at  2  p.m,,  April  3,  Herman  H,  Henkle,  librarian, 
said.   There  will  also  be  brief  formal  dedication  ceremonies  at  the 
library  at  5  p.m. 

The  Crerar  dedication  will  celebrate  the  recent  move  of  the 
million-volume  library  from  its  former  building  in  downtown  Chicago 
to  its  newly-built,  more  spacious  quarters  on  the  IIT  campus,  Henkle 
saido   The  library,  he  added,  is  a  privately-endowed,  free  public 
library  for  research  and  education  in  science,  technology  and 
medicine,  and  one  of  the  leading  institutions  of  its  type  in  the 
world. 

Pierce,  who  will  deliver  the  Crerar  Library  dedication  lecture, 
offered  the  first  concrete  proposals  for  satellite  communications  in 
1955,  two  years  before  the  first  satellite  went  into  orbit. 

Pierce  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  California  Institute  of 
Technology  and  has  received  many  awards  and  honors  for  his  work  in 
electronics.   He  is  the  author  of  five  books  and  more  than  150 
science  articles »   He  is  a  consultant  to  the  President's  Science 
Advisory  Committees,  a  member  of  the  Science  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  American  Newspaper  Publishers  Association,  and  a  member  of  the 
Panel  for  Communications  of  the  Institute  of  Aerospace  Sciences.   He 
is  also  a  member  of  numerous  professional  and  honorary   societies. 
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CHICAGO,  Apr,  3  —  Many  current  predictions  about  the  role 
computers  will  play  in  communications  and  in  information  gathering  were 
branded  today  as  "irresponsible,"  and  the  work  of  "fanatics"  in  a 
speech  given  here  by  Dr,  John  R.  Pierce,  executive  director  of  research 
and  of  the  communications  principles  and  communications  systems 
divisions  of  Bell  Telephone  laboratories. 

Pierce  was  principal  speaker  at  the  ceremonies  dedicating  the 
new  $2,000,000  John  Crerar  Library  building  on  the  campus  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Pierce  painted  a  picture  of  "the  stupid  computer  which  is  unable 
to  understand  spoken  English,  which  is  unable  to  get  at  the  relations 
oetween  the  words  of  English,  which  is  unable  even  to  translate  from 
3ne  language  to  another  as  well  and  as  economically  as  people  can," 
ie   stated  that  a  computer  used  for  document  retrieval  "would  smother 
the  user  under  the  flood  of  information  and  misinformation  it  would 
produce  . " 

"If  I  have  painted  a  rather  gloomy  picture  of  the  relations  of 
computers  to  libraries,"  Pierce  continued,  "I  have  done  so  deliberately 
i-n  order  to  counteract  the  sadly  fanciful  picture  that  has  been  painted 

>y  some  irresponsible  people," 
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Pierce  stated,  however,  that  machines  such  as  computers  did  have 
their  uses  in  libraries,  such  as  the  indexing  system  which  was  programmed 
for  a  computer  at  Bell  laboratories „   He  also  predicted  the  use  of 
machines  for  swift  data  and  facsimile  transmission  in  libraries,  a 
thing  which  is  not  too  practical  at  the  present, 

"I  believe,"  he  said,  "far  beyond  this,  that  someday,  somehow, 
things  will  be  done  which  resemble  in  a  superficial  degree,  if  not 
deeply,  the  things  that  fanatics  have  promised  and  badgered  us  about, 
but  have  failed  to  produce," 

"From  electronics  and  other  sciences,"  he  continued,  "many 
interesting  tools  are  available  which  do  have  some  applicability  to 
other  information  problems,  and,  indeed,  to  the  problems  of  the 
library..   I  think  that  the  talk  of  revolution,  of  which  we  have  heard 
so  much,  is  largely  idle  fancy,  based  on  no  thoughtful  examination  of 
the  problems  that  actually  face  libraries,  and  reflecting  little 
understanding  of  the  limitations  of  present,  and  indeed  of  future 
computer  and  electronic  art  " 

He  concluded  by  predicting  that  "the  important  body  of  technology 

gathered  together  in  the  Crerar  Library  will  through  a  happy  and 

successful  course  of  evolution  contribute  to  making  it  and  all  other 

libraries  more  effective  in  the  future,  so  that,  if  we  could  look  10, 

or  20,  or  30  years  ahead,  we  would  find  things  so  pleasing  and  useful 

and  sensible  that  we  would  wonder  how  we  could  have  failed  to  foresee  them.

Guest  speaker  for  the  final  talk  in  IIT's  "Viewpoints  on 
Reality"  series,  Evans  will  discuss  "Language  and  Reality," 
relating  reality  to  "correct"  and  "incorrect"  speech  and  writing, 
and  emphasizing  the  problems  encountered  in  important  communications 
where  correctness  may  be  a  vital  issue o 

A  noted  language  authority,  Evans  has  written  books  in  the 
field,  and  has  appeared  on  several  television  programs  including 
CBS's  "The  Last  Word,"  winner  of  the  Peabody  Award  for  "Outstanding 
Public  Service  during  1957." 

Evans  will  lecture  in  Grover  Mo  Hermann  Hall  auditorium, 
33rd,  and  South  Federal, 
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CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  track  squad 
will  hold  its  sole  home  meet  at  10:30  on  Saturday,  April  6  against 
Lewis  College  of  Lockport .

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CHICAGO,  Apr.  4  --  "Everyone  can't  live  upstream"  was  the  way 
Clarence  W.  Klassen,  chief  sanitary  engineer  for  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Public  Health,  expressed  the  ever-increasing  necessity 
for  better  control  of  water  pollution  in  an  address  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Illinois  Concrete  Pipe  Association,  held  today  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology, 

In  his  talk,  Klassen  treated  water  pollution  as  part  of  the 
over-all  problem  of  water  management,  pointing  out  that  water  is  a 
limited  natural  resource,  and  that  the  greatest  "new  source"  of  water 
available  is  water  which  has  already  been  used, 

"We  are  not  running  out  of  water  if  we  put  to  use  our  knowledge 
and  prudent  measures  to  make  better  use  of  what  we  have,"  he  said. 
"While  we  do  need  some  additional  'technical  tools, '  we  are  not 
making  full  use  of  all  we  now  have.   We  are  not  making  full  use  of 
our  present  knowledge  of  preserving  and  protecting  our  water  quality," 

"The  technical  aspects  are  not  the  serious  or  major  question," 

Klassen  continued.   "The  principal  question  is  whether  we  as  a  people 

honestly  desire  and  can  economically  afford  to  meet  water  quality  demands 

Probably  of  more  signif icance--how  long  can  we  continue  not  to  afford  to 

meet  necessary  water  criteria?"

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Klassen  pointed  out  that  while  the  "desalting"  of  saline  water 
has  been  hailed  as  an  important  and  promising  factor  in  supplying 
needed  potable  water  in  the  future,  "It  is  highly  probable  that  the 
demineralization  of  our  spent  water  supply  (normally  referred  to  as 
sewage)  will  be  a  more  practical  and  feasible  means  of  converting 
undesirable  water  to  water  of  usable  quality.   A  problem  of  aesthetics 
rather  than  one  of  techniques  would  be  involved.   However,  we  must  face 
the  inevitable  fact  that  we  all  cannot  continue  to  enjoy  the  luxury 
of  using  water  only  once  and  discarding  it,"  Klassen  stated. 

Citing  the  fact  that  there  is  no  more  water  now  than  there  was  a 
thousand  years  ago  or  will  be  a  thousand  years  from  now,  Klassen 
declared,  "Regardless  of  location,  the  current  national  and  state  water 
resources  problem  is  that  of  maintaining  the  quality  of  our  new  water 
and  used  water  suitable  for  reuse," 

"The  field  of  chemistry  alone,"  Klassen  said,  "is  annually  giving 
us  some  400  new  substances  which  are  used  for  washing  clothes,  washing 
dishes,  cleaning  cars,  killing  weeds   and  controlling  insect  pests, 
not  to  mention  the  long  list  of  industrial  and  other  uses.   After 
these  materials  have  served  their  intended  purpose,  the  used  substance 
and  the  wastes  produced  in  almost  all  instances  find  their  way  into 
watercourses  through  the  waste  collection  system.   Today  we  can  merely 
hope  that  neither  a  single  substance  nor  the  combination  of  a  number 
of  substances ...  are  toxic  to  aquatic  life,  animals  or  humans.   I  can 
only  say  'hope'  because  in  some  instances  we  actually  don't  know."

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Klassen  has  been  with  the  Illinois  Department  of  Public  Health 
since  shortly  after  his  graduation  as  a  sanitary  engineer  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1925,   He  has  served  as  Chief  Sanitary 
Engineer  since  1935.   He  also  serves  as  Technical  Secretary  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Water  Board,  and  in  this  capacity  is  responsible  for 
the  administration  and  technical  aspects  of  the  environmental  health 
program  in  the  health  department,  which  is  concerned  with  water,  shelter, 
air,  the  disposal  of  wastes,  and  the  control  of  natural  and  man-made 
hazards,  such  as  radiation.   As  a  sanitary  engineering  consultant  to 
the  World  Health  Organization,  Klassen  has  carried  out  assignments  all 
over  the  world.   He  prepared  a  national  water  pollution  act  for  Japan 
which  is  now  in  effect.

|to  start  at  4:00  on  the  Concordia  track  „   The  I  IT  Techawks  have 
inot  faced  Concordia  this  season,  but  beat  Lewis  in  a  dual  meet  at 
I  IT. 

In  the  Techawks"  last  meet  against  Elmhurst,  Milton,  and 
Rockford  Colleges  four  school  records  fell  and  another  was  tied  as 
IIT  finished  a  close  second  to  Elmhurst »   Broadjumper  George  Huxhold 
of  Libertyville ,  Illinois,  jumped  two  feet  farther  than  he  ever  had 
before  in  a  meet  to  raise  the  record  from  22 '3  1/4"  to  22"  10". 
Freshman  Dave  James,  a  graduate  of  Collingswood  High  School  in 
Collingswood J  New  Jersey,  went  12'3"  in  the  pole-vault  to  erase  the 
mark  of  11  "7"  set  by  sophomore  John  Vomastic  last  year.   Captain 
Len  Johnson  of  Harvey,  Illinois  was  the  leading  performer  of  the 
day.   In  addition  to  a  first  place  in  the  100  yard  dash,  a  third  in 
the  high  jump,  and  helping  the  mile  relay  team  to  second  place, 
Johnson  finished  his  day's  work  by  breaking  both  school  hurdle  records 
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Johnson  ran  the  highs  in  15.7  to  break  his  own  mark  of  15.9  seconds 
and  then  cut  four-tenths  of  a  second  off  the  low  hurdles  record 
with  a  25.5  clocking.   Sophomore  Wayne  Leland  also  tied  his  own 
mark  of  6 '2"  in  the  highjump. 

After  the  Elmhurst  meet,  IIT's  record  stands  at  3-3.   The 
Techawks '  main  weakness  at  present  appears  to  be  in  the  middle-distance 
races  (440,  220,  and  880),  with  their  main  strength  in  the  field 
events . 
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CHICAGO  —  The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  tennis  team 
will  try  to  add  two  more  wins  to  its  present  3-1  record  this 
week,   Thursday  the  Techawks  travel  to  Aurora,  Illinois,  to  face 
the  Aurora  College  Spartans,  and  then  travel  to  Rockford  College 
on  Friday,   IIT's  sole  loss  came  at  the  hands  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  as  they  played  without  the  services  of  number  one 
man  Bob  Golton,   With  Golton  back  in  the  number  one  spot,  the 
Techawks  will  be  out  for  revenge  in  their  rematch  on  May  1. 

In  their  last  outing  the  Techawks  blanked  the  Concordia 
College  Cougers  9-0  at  River  Forest.   Captain  Wayne  Davis,  playing 
in  the  number  one  spot  due  to  Golton 's  absence,  easily  won  the 
first  match  by  taking  his  opponent  in  two  sets.   After  Davis,  the 
pattern  was  the  same  right  down  the  line  as  Concordia  was  unable 
to  win  a  set  all  afternoon. 
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CHICAGO,  ILL,  --  Are  you  sure  that  you  can  read?  --  The  ability 
to  read  is  the  ability  to  interpret,  to  discriminate  and  to  learn, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Simpson,  director  of  the  Reading  Service  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Institute  for  Psychological 
Services  said  today. 

Pointing  to  the  misleading  emphasis  often  placed  on  increasing 
reading  speed,  Mrs.  Simpson  asserted  that  "to  expect  to  read  rapidly 
without  mastering  the  total  intellectual  reading  process  is  to 
expect  to  walk  before  crawling,"   Based  specifically  on  results  of 
diagnostic  reading  tests,  the  program  IIT's  reading  service  offers 
can  meet  each  person's  particular  reading  needs,  and  is  able  to 
offer  almost  Individual  tutoring  because  each  class  is  limited  to 
four  students. 

Currently  Mrs.  Simpson  is  preparing  the  extensive  summer 
reading  program  IIT  offers  for  6  to  8  weeks  (one  to  2  hours  per  day) 
during  June  and  July.   She  reports  that  substantial  reading  progress 
is  made  by  95%  of  those  completing  the  program. 

"Our  training  is  particularly  useful  for  junior  and  senior 
high  school  students  and  for  high  school  graduates  because  it 
teaches  the  students  how  to  learn,  how  to  study,  and  how  to 

-more- 
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discriminate  between  the  important  and  the  unimportant,"  Mrs. 
Simpson  pointed  out.   "Once  the  reading  process  is  mastered,  speed 
is  an  easily  acquired  bonus." 

To  meet  the  needs  of  students  all  over  the  city,  staff  members 
of  IIT's  Reading  Service  will  offer  their  summer  course  at  various 
places  in  Chicago  such  as  North  Shore  Country  Day  School,  Glencoe, 
Harvard-St.  George  and  Chicago  Latin  School,  at  a  cost  of  $175.00 
for  a  40  hour  program. 

Miss  Simpson  predicts  that  more  than  400  students  will 
participate , 
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CHICAGO  —  The  National  Science  Foundation  has  awarded  a  grant 
of  $96,200,  by  far  the  largest  grant  for  its  purpose  in  the  United 
States,  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  for  the  1963-64  academic 
year  of  its  in-service  institute  for  secondary  and  college  teachers 
of  science  and  mathematics,  Dr.  Ha im  Reingold,  chairman  of  I  IT ' s 
department  of  mathematics  and  director  of  the  in-service  institute, 
announced  today . 

In  addition  to  the  size  of  its  grant,  Reingold  said,  I  IT ' s 
role  in  the  $3.1  million  NSF  program  is  unique  in  that  IIT  alone, 
among  213  institutions  of  higher  learning  participating,  offers 
programs  leading  to  doctoral  degrees  to  college  teachers  enrolled 
in  the  in-service  institute. 

The  in-service  institute  is  designed  to  allow  teachers  to 
develop  greater  mastery  of  their  subject  matter,  and  hence  greater 
teaching  competence,  while  they  continue  to  hold  their  regular 
teaching  jobs.   The  teachers  attain  additional  levels  of  professional 
qualification  by  working  for  higher  academic  degrees. 

Forty  college  and  265  high  school  teachers  from  the  Chicago 

area  will  participate  in  the  IIT  on-the-job  program.   The  fields 

of  study  will  include  mathematics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physics. 
The  IIT  in-service  institute  was  established  in  1958   with  a  NSF 
grant  of  $7,000.  _3q_ 
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CHICAGO  —  The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  baseball 
team  will  get  another  two  chances  to  record  its  first  win  this 
weekend.

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CHICAGO  —  On  Tuesday,  April  30,  three  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  athletic  teams  will  see  action.

CHICAGO  --  Dr.  Stanley  M.  Block,  professor  of  industrial 
engineering  and  director  of  the  department  of  industrial  engineering 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  appointed  consultant 
on  work  measurement  and  time  standards  to  Local  1031  of  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers,  according  to  a 
recent  announcement  by  Frank  Darling,  president  and  business  manager 
of  the  local. 

Dr.  Block  said,  "This  relationship  which  has  been  established 
with  Local  1031,  is  probably  unique  in  labor  union  history.   They 
have  had  the  courage  to  assume  that  a  professional  man  who  has 
never  held  a  union  card  can  be  objective  and  unbiased  in  his  counsel 
to  a  labor  union.   They  are  aware  that  I  have  frequently  served  as 
a  consultant  to  management,  but  they  also  know  that  I  have  been 
impressed  by  the  sincerity  and  ability  of  many  leaders  in  the  union 
movement . " 

Block  also  said  that  he  "often  reminds  his  students  that  a 

professional  industrial  engineer  must  be  as  honest  and  impartial 

as  a  baseball  umpire,  regardless  of  who  pays  his  salary    He  must 

set  time  standards  that  are  fair  to  the  worker  as  well  as  fair  to 

the  company."

ADD  1  —  IBEW  Block  Appointment 

Darling  said  that  this  unusual  appointment  marked  a  "first" 
for  his  union,  and  described  it  as  "important  contribution  to  the 
welfare  of  Local  1031  members."   He  explained  that  Dr.  Block  has 
agreed  to  assist  the  union  in  the  investigation  of  complaints  and 
grievances  on  time  standards  and  production  quotas.   "Union  members," 
Darling  said,  "have  a  right  to  expect  a  careful  and  expert  evaluation 
of  time  standards  whenever  the  business  agent  or  chief  steward  of 
the  union  is  unable  to  settle  the  complaint  by  direct  negotiation 
with  company  officials." 

"Many  grievances  filed  by  union  members,"  Darling  said,  "are 
what  we  call  'rate'  or  'production  standard'  grievances.   In  other 
words,  the  employee  or  employees  complain  that  the  rate  set  by  the 
company  is  too  'tight.'   Such  a  grievance,  if  it  cannot  be  settled 
by  negotiation,  and  should  go  into  arbitration,  is  a  very  difficult 
grievance  for  the  union  to  win.   On  the  union's  side  we  have  the 
employee  or  employees  who  say  that  the  rate  is  too  tight.   On  the 
company's  side,  we  have  the  time  study  or  industrial  engineering 
men  who  say  that  the  rate  is  correct  and  have  a  lot  of  figures 
and  decimal  points  to  prove  it." 

"The  impartial  arbitrator,"  Darling  continued,  "is  usually 
inclined  to  believe  the  industrial  engineers  on  the  ground  that 
setting  rates  is  their  trade  and  that  they  are  experts.   Local  1031 
is,  therefore,  very  proud  to  announce  that  we  now  have  secured  the 
services  of  Dr.  Stanley  Block  as  our  expert  on  such  'rate'  grievances."

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ADD  2  —  IBEW  Block  Appointment 

Darling  described  Dr.  Block  as  "undoubtedly  the  best  qualified 
man  in  the  entire  middle  west"  noting  that  he  heads  the  department 
of  industrial  engineering  at  IIT,  "one  of  the  top  technical  and 
engineering  schools  in  the  world,"   He  said  that  in  any  future 
grievance  involving  rates  or  standards,  Block  would  investigate 
the  situation  and  advise  the  union.   "He  will  determine  whether 
or  not  the  rates  are  wrong  before  we  go  to  the  expense  of  arbitration," 
Darling  went  on,  "and  if  he  advises  the  union  that  the  company  is 
wrong,  and  the  company  still  refuses  to  adjust  the  rate,  Dr.  Block 
will  be  our  expert  witness  at  any  arbitration  hearings." 

Block  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  at  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
and  taught  there  for  ten  years  before  coming  to  the  University  of 
Chicago  as  associate  professor  of  production  management.   He  was 
appointed  to  his  present  position  at  IIT  in  1962.   During  his  academic 
career,  Block  has  continued  his  practical  experience  by  conducting 
training  programs  for  company  and  union  officials,  by  serving  as 
a  consultant,  and  by  acting  as  impartial  arbitrator  of  industrial 
disputes.   He  is  currently  a  member  of  the  labor  panel  of  the 
American  Association  of  Arbitrators  as  well  as  a  member  of  various 
professional  societies.

College  and  his  Ph  D   in  applied  mathematics  from  Brown  University 
In  1957  he  joined  IIT's  mechanics  department  after  teaching 
applied  mechanics  at  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  Institute, 

Author  of  several  books,  Hodge  has  also  published  numerous 
papers  in  the  fields  of  plasticity  and  plastic  structural  analysis 

He  has  recently  been  elected  to  a  five-year  term  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  applied  mechanics  division  of  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers 
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CHICAGO  —  On  Thursday,  May  16,  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  tennis  team  will  host  the  Aurora  College  Spartans  at 
the  Lake  Meadows  Tennis  Courts,  located  at  32nd  Street  and  Cottage 
Grove  0   The  match  is  scheduled  to  start  at  3:00  sharp.   The  I  IT 
Techawks  are  now  7-3,  which  includes  an  earlier  win  over  Aurora. 

Last  Friday  and  Saturday  the  Techawks  were  entered  in  the 
Chicagoland  Collegiate  Championships  held  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.   Although  senior  Bob  Golton  was  the  only  I IT  man  to  make 
it  tc  the  finals,  the  Techawks  managed  to  pick  up  enough  points 
to  place  third  behind  DePaul  and  UIC.   Golton  played  excellent 
tennis  in  beating  DePaul "s  top  man  to  capture  the  number  one  singles 
championship . 

The  Aurora  match  will  be  the  last  outing  of  the  season  for 
IIT.  Coach  Harry  Ault  is  hoping  Aurora  will  be  a  climax  to  one 
C'f  IIT '  s  most  successful  seasons  in  years. 
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CHICAGO  —  A  leading  Chicago  educator  tonight  warned  a  group 
of  investment  experts  that  "it  is  moral  and  economic  suicide  to 
indulge  in  fantasies  of  a  future  where  there  will  be  so  few  jobs 
available  that  only  an  elite  will  be  allowed  to  work  while  the 
remainder  of  society  consumes.   There  must  be  jobs  for  all." 

"If  we  are  to  survive  on  the  national  level,"  continued 
Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
speaking  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Financial  Analysts  Federation 
at  Chicago's  Palmer  House,  "we  must  devise  new  economic  instruments 
and  techniques.  .  .American  industry  is  recognizing  that  its 
survival  depends  on  creating  more  jobs  and  new  jobs  by  making  a 
better  product  at  a  cheaper  price.   Increased  efficiency  and  new 
products  provide  the  only  hope  for  maintaining  a  healthy  profit 
level.   The  means  for  this  are  present--but  they  are  only  partly 
visible . " 

Citing  the  experience  of  I IT ' s  Aimour  Research  Foundation, 

Rettaliata  told  the  financial  analysts  that  he  was  aware  that  they 

had  a  key  role  in  helping  industry  and  the  investing  public  to  see 

the  relationship  between  fruitful  research  and  development  and  a 
healthy  economy. 
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Comparing  the  analysts  with  scientists,  the  IIT  president  said 
they  had  much  in  common.   "Like  all  other  researchers,"  he  told  them, 
"you  rely  upon  known  data  to  point  the  way  to  unpredictable  consequences 
Like  the  scientist,  you  are  incapable  of  living  in  the  past,  for 
investment  implies  faith  in  the  future.   I  am  sure  you  believe  in  our 
strange  and  hazardous  modern  world  and  in  man's  capabilities  to  cope 
with  it,  for  there  is  really  no  other  place  to  put  our  money  with 
any  hope  of  a  future  return." 

"We  can  no  longer  afford  to  assume,"  Rettaliata  went  on,  "that 
a  healthy,  expanding,  and  productive  economy  is  the  birthright  of 
every  American  citizen.   We  can  no  longer  assume  that  our  future  is 
assured  because  we  have  been  blessed  with  great  natural  wealth, 
personal  initiative,  and  technological  know-how.   Until  recently,  it 
has  been  all  too  easy  for  us  to  make  this  tacit  assumption.   Our 
industrial  superiority  has  been  so  great--we  have  been  producing  such 
an  oveiwhelming  percentage  of  the  world's  manufactured  goods--that  it 
has  been  hard  for  us  to  imagine,  much  less  take  seriously,  any  threat 
to  the  dominant  position  we  have  enjoyed  in  the  twentieth  century." 

"One  of  the  facts  of  life  in  this  second  half  of  our  century," 
Rettaliata  declared,  "is  that  there  is  no  longer  any  such  thing  as  a 
technological  monopoly.   The  new  technological  revolution  is  a  world 
revolution.   Within  our  lifetime  we  have  seen  Russia  emerge  as 
recognized  industrial  power  and  the  leading  contender  for  economic 
dominance.   It  is  predicted  by  reasonable  men  that  China  may  become 
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such  a  power  in  a  few  decades.   In  even  less  time,  Western  Europe  has 
rebuilt  from  the  total  devastation  of  World  War  II  and  created  an 
industrial  and  economic  force  that  challenges  us  in  areas  where  our 
vaunted  industrial  and  technological  know-how  is  considered  the  most 
sophisticated.   On  a  lesser  scale,  Japan  has  made  an  equally  impressive 
comeback, " 

Rettaliata  pointed  out  that  the  devastation  suffered  by  other 
nations  during  the  war  was  in  some  ways  a  blessing  in  disguise,  since 
it  permitted  them  to  build  a  modern  industrial  plant  from  scratch, 
while  the  United  States  retained  much  of  its  obsolescent  plant. 

In  speaking  of  the  American  future,  Rettaliata  said  that  one 
fact  about  it  was  already  evident:   it  will  be  predominantly  urban. 
He  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  most  significant  triumphs  of  American 
technology  was  in  agriculture,  the  result  being  swarms  of  displaced 
rural  people  crowding  our  cities.   "One  of  the  real  manifestations 
of  the  fact  that  a  totally  new  era  is  upon  us  is  a  negative  one," 
he  said,  "the  plain  fact  that  most  of  our  cities  have  become  physically 
obsolete."   He  observed  that  his  own  institution,  IIT,  had  made  up 
its  mind  more  than  two  decades  ago  to  stay  and  help  reshape  the 
central  city  rather  than  flee  to  the  outskirts. 

Rettaliata  stated  that,  while  the  technological  revolution  has 
made  comparatively  little  difference  in  the  day-to-day  life  of  the 
average  man  from  what  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  this  was  now  changing. 
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He  cited  electronic  communications  with  Europe  via  Telstar  as  an 
example  of  this,  mentioning  that  he  had  himself  talked  to  Paris 
via  Telstar  I. 

Financial  AnalystsFederation  members  from  England,  France, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Japan  and  Canada,  as  well  as  from  the 
United  States  attended  the  meeting,  which  is  being  held  through

the  Elmhurst  Relays. 

At  Elmhurst  George  Huxhold  and  Don  Hervey  took  second  and 
fourth  respectively  in  the  broad  jump,  Larry  Bacon  set  a  school 
record  of  187'  while  taking  third  in  the  javelin,  and  Dave  James 
tied  for  second  in  the  pole-vault.   Al  Marske,  who  recently  threw  the 
discus  127'  for  a  new  school  record,  has  thrown  it  over  140  in 
practice  and  hopes  to  reach  his  peak  Saturday.   High-jumper  Wayne 
Leland  is  also  hoping  to  better  his  school  record  of  6 ' 2" ,

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CHICAGO  —  Chicago  area  high  school  seniors  can  now  get  a 
tuition-free  preparation  for  college  courses  in  biology,  a  spokesman 
for  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  announced  today. 

Commenting  on  IIT's  new  biology  institute  scheduled  to  begin 
this  fall,  Dr.  Leslie  Hedrick  said  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Institute  is  "to  give  talented  students  interested  in  a  scientific 
education  the  opportunity  to  broaden  their  knowledge  of  biology." 
Dr.  Hedrick  is  chairman  of  IIT's  biology  department  and  director  of 
the  Institute.   He  emphasized  that  any  high  school  senior  who  has 
had  one  year  of  biology,  one  year  of  high  school  chemistry  and  is 
in  the  upper  twenty  five  per  cent  of  his  class  is  eligible  to 
participate . 

Institute  lectures  will  include  the  examination  of  new  concepts 
and  information  in  experimental  embryology.   In  addition,  explanations 
of  classical  and  modern  experiments  in  developmental  biology  and 

modern  techniques  used  in  embryology  will  be  introduced. 

At  the  completion  of  the  program,  participants  will  receive 
academic  recognition  in  form  of  a  certificate  of  achievement  and 
high  school  principals  will  be  requested  by  the  Institute  director 
to  note  the  achievement  on  the  student's  record. 

Participants  in  the  biology  program  will  meet  on  the  I  IT 
campus  beginning  September  21,  for  six  alternate  Saturday  mornings. 
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CHICAGO,  May  17,  1963  —  The  first  presentation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of   Technology's  new  John  J,  Schommer  memorial  scholarship 
was  made  tonight  at  IIT's  annual  reunion  dinner.  Dr.  Thomas  Hogan, 
IIT  daan  of  students  and  chairman  of  the  Schommer  scholarship 
committee  announced  today. 

Offered  jointly  by  IIT  and  its  Alumni  Association,  the  scholarship 
was  accepted  by  Conrad  L,  Caswick,  a  fourth  semester  electrical 
engineering  major.   The  award  will  cover  full  tuition  for  one  year. 

The  Schommer  award  was  established  in  memory  of  John  J.  Schommer, 
one  of  America's  all-time  greats  in  athletics  and  is  awarded  annually 
to  the  student  whose  record  of  academic  achievement  and  extra-curricular 
activities  comes  closest  to  exemplifying  a  spirit  similar  to 
Schommer 's . 

Schommer  was  selected  as  a  member  of  the  1908  U.  S.  Olympic 
track  team.   From  1910  to  1942  he  was  a  big  ten  football  and 
basketball  official.   At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1960  he  was 
serving  on  IIT's  board  of  trustees. 

An  honor  student  and  player  on  the  IIT  varsity  basketball  team, 
Caswick  also  holds  down  a  grade  point  average  of  3.56  out  of  a  possible 
4.00.   He  is  the  son   of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Leo  Caswick  and  resides  with  his 
parents  at  2524  S.  Stark,  Chicago. 
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CHICAGO,  ILL,  —  Conservation  of  crucial  rocket  fuel  during 
space  flights  may  result  from  a  series  of  supersonic  wind-tunnel 
experiments  recently  conducted  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Dr.  Andrew  A.  Fejer,  director  of  the  I IT  mechanical  engineering 
department  announced  today. 

Under  Fejer's  direction,  research  assistant  Jean  Pierre  Josse 
conducted  a  series  of  experiments  sponsored  by  the  U.  S  Air  Force 
which  provides  data  for  the  design  of  an  efficient  rocket  guidance 
system.   His  experiments  showed  that  the  response  of  rocket  guidance 
systems  could  be  speeded  up,  and  fuel  thus  conserved,  by  directing 
the  thrust  of  auxiliary  rockets  (used  to  change  a  space  craft's 
course)  inward  into  the  main  rocket  nozzle,  rather  than  outward 
away  from  the  main  rocket  flow  as  had  been  done  previously. 

Josse  established  that  when  the  auxiliary  rocket  is  expelled 
inside  the  main  nozzle  its  effectiveness  is  increased  threefold 

This  means  that  the  period  of  time  during  which  the  auxiliary 
rocket  must  be  fired  to  achieve  a  given  change  in  direction  is 
reduced  by  two  thirds,  thus  conserving  fuel    By  directing  the 
auxiliary  rocket  thrust  into  the  main  rocket  flow,  an  asymmetry  or 
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imbalance  is  set  up  in  this  flow.   This  imbalance  gives  rise  to 
lateral  forces,  thus  changing  the  space  craft's  direction. 

In  interplanetary  flights,  a  combination  of  inward  and 
outward-directed  auxiliary  rockets  will  be  necessary,  since 
inward-directed  rockets  are  not  effective  when  the  main  rocket  engines 
are  not  firing   Once  cruising  speed  is  reached  the  main  rocket  is 
shut  off,  and  outward-directed  rockets  can  guide  the  space  craft 
until  the  main  rocket  engines  are  refired  for  re-entry  or  landing. 

Despite  the  fact  that  guidance  systems  for  interplanetary  flights 
would  still  demand  the  outward-directed  rockets,  fuel  savings  would 
nonetheless  be  substantial  because  the  inward-directed  rockets 
could  be  utilized  at  the  crucial  times  of  take  off,  re-entry  and 
landing . 

Among  the  experiments  Josse  performed  were  many  designed  to 
determine  the  optimum  size,  shape,  dimensions,  and  location  of  the 
openings  through  which  the  secondary  stream  is  introduced  into  the 
main  flow. 

Josse  pointed  out  that  further  experiments  are  necessary  to 
investigate  the  effect  of  changes  in  supersonic  velocities  of  the 
gas  in  the  rocket  thrust  direction.   By  varying  the  velocity  of  gas, 
the  scientist  can  analyze  the  effect  gas  flow  has  on  the  rocket's 
efficiency . 

It  is  likely  that  U.  S.  Air  Force  will  subject  Josse ' s  findings 

to  tests  on  full-size  rockets,  Josse  stated.

CHICAGO  —  The  establishment  of  a  new  integrated  five-year 
program  designed  to  train  metallurgical  engineering  students  as 
professional  engineers  who  will  be  equipped,  upon  completion  of 
the  curriculum,  to  apply  theory  to  practical  problems  in  industry, 
was  announced  recently  by  Dr.  Lucio  F.  Mondolfo,  director  of  the 
department  of  metallurgical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology . 

Graduates  of  the  new  program  will  receive  the  degree  of  master 
in  metallurgical  engineering.   Unlike  master's  of  science  degree 
candidates,  however,  participants  in  the  new  program  will  not 
concentrate  primarily  upon  basic  research,  but  will  practice  the 
use  of  science  to  solve  practical  industrial  problems. 

In  addition  to  the  new  program,  the  traditional  curriculum 
for  the  master's  of  science  degree  will  be  retained  in  the  department 
for  those  students  whose  main  interest  is  in  scientific  research 
and  teaching,  many  of  whom  will  go  on  to  obtain  the  Ph.D.  degree. 
The  department  will  also  retain  its  regular  four-year  course  for 
the  bachelor's  degree.

ADD  1  — 

Starting  next  fall  the  first  three  years  of  work  will  be  the 
same  for  all  students  in  the  metallurgical  engineering  department. 
They  will  comprise  the  basic  sciences  such  as  mathematics,  physics, 
chemistry,  and  the  engineering  sciences  such  as  mechanics, 
thermodynamics,  materials  science,  electronics,  together  with  the 
appropriate  liberal  arts  and  accessory  subjects.   At  the  end  of  the 
third  year  qualified  students  have  three  choices:   (1)  The  regular 
program  that  consists  of  one  year  of  engineering  analysis  and  leads 
to  a  BS  degree;  (2)  the  new  master  of  engineering  program  in  which 
two  additional  years  of  engineering  science  and  analysis  give  the 
student  a  more  complete  preparation  necessary  for  industrial  work; 
(3)  the  research  and  teaching  program  which  involves  more  basic 
and  engineering  science,  together  with  active  research  and  leads 
to  an  MS  or  a  Ph.D,  in  Met.  Eng. 

This  innovation  in  the  metallurgical  engineering  department 
is  considered  only  a  beginning,  since  similar  five-year  programs 
are  being  considered  for  other  IIT  departments.

CHICAGO  --  Two  one-semester  sociology  courses  will  begin  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  this  fall  as  a  service  to  the 
Chicago  area  high  school  teaching  profession. 

The  program  will  describe  the  methods  and  basic  concepts  of 
sociology  in  the  first  course,  and  the  application  of  these  principles 
to  political  sociology,  the  sociology  of  religion,  urban  sociology 
and  the  sociology  of  science  in  the  second,  according  to  Dr.  Daisy 
Tagliacozzo,  associate  professor  of  sociology  and  director  of  this 
sociology  program. 

Pointing  to  the  need  for  such  a  program,  Dr.  Tagliacozzo  said, 

"The  importance  of  sociology  for  the  high  school  social  studies 

curriculum  has  been  emphasized  for  many  years.   Despite  this  emphasis 

and  the  development  of  sociology  into  a  more  sharply  focused  and 

methodologically  controlled  discipline,  many  teachers  have  had  little 

opportunity  for  formal  training  in  this  social  science.

During  the  second  semester,  we  also  intend  to  provide  information 

about  recent  developments  in  specialized  areas  of  sociological

CHICAGO  --  Methods  developed  to  cope  with  the  learning  difficulties 
of  handicapped  children  are  beginning  to  help  normal  children  overcome 
their  learning  problems  also,  George  S,  Speer,  director  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology's  Institute  for  Psychological  Services 
stated  here  today. 

A  severely  handicapped  child  often  has  a  distorted  perception 
of  reality  as  a  result  of  defects  in  his  sensory  apparatus    This  is 
a  magnification  of  a  very  common  difficulty  hindering  the  learning 
of  normal  children    Frequently,  emotional  problems  are  considered 
to  be  the  key  to  children's  learning  difficulties    But  in  fact, 
subtle  organic  difficulties  may  be  giving  the  child  problems  in 
perception.   Despite  the  fact  that  a  child  has  20/20  vision,  he  may  be 
reversing  symbols  and  consequently  may  be  a  slow  reader    Thus, 
advances  in  teaching  normal  children  will  be  an  added  dividend 
gained  from  insight  into  handicapped  children's  perceptual  difficulties, 
according  to  Irving  Millstein,  assistant  director  of  the  Institute 
for  Psychological  Services'  reading  service

Currently  Millstein  is  conducting  an  educational  consulting 
program  at  the  Illinois  Children's  Hospital-School,  2551  N.  Clark  St., 
Chicago,  a  state-supported  institution  for  children  with  physical 
and  neurological  handicaps  too  severe  to  permit  them  to  attend 
regular  school.   Open  to  those  children  who  are  educable,  i.e. 
those  with  average  intelligence,  Illinois  Children's  Hospital-School 
provides  a  home,  medical  care  and  schooling  for  96  handicapped 
children  and  young  adults  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty. 

Despite  their  normal  intelligence,  damage  to  the  children's 
central  nervous  systems   may  cause  such  difficulties  as  language 
disorders  or  lack  of  muscular  control  and  interfere  with  their 
perception  of  the  world  about  them.   Thus  it  is  often  difficult  to 
communicate  with  them  and  to  teach  them,  Millstein  pointed  out. 

In  fact,  communication  problems  with  children  who  either  cannot 
talk  or  who  lack  the  usual  background  of  physical  and  intellectual 
experience  is  the  most  serious  obstacle  encountered  in  teaching  the 
children,  and  demands  a  great  deal  of  ingenuity  and  empathy  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers,  Millstein  continued. 

"Psychologists  and  teachers  working  with  these  problems  must 
become  adept  at  manipulating  everything  at  their  disposal  to 
substitute  for  normal  speech,  such  as  sign  language,  alphabet  boards, 
work  boards  and  pictures,"  he  said.

Now  completing  its  first  year,  IIT's  education  program  is 
designed  to  improve  the  teaching  techniques  employed  by  Hospital-School 
teachers,   Millstein  stressed  "that  the  lectures,  seminars  and 
demonstrations  held  by  staff  members  of  the  Institute  for 
Psychological  Services  for  the  Hospital-School  staff  emphasize 
the  extreme  importance  of  each  child's  individual  problem,  the 
necessity  of  creating  individualized  materials,  and  the  development 
of  successful  techniques  for  communicating  with  the  severely 
handicapped." 

The  Illinois  Children's  Hospital-School  works  toward  the 
goal  of  rehabilitating  these  handicapped  children  within  a  period 
of  three  years.   The  school  program  is  set  up  to  help  the  children 
master  the  normal  work  load  of  at  least  one  school  year  over  a 
two  year  period.   This  method  helps  prepare  the  children  either 
to  find  work  or  to  continue  their  education  through  the  local 
facilities,  thus  returning  to  their  communities,  Millstein 
explained .

CHICAGO  —  Undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees  in  science  writing 
and  science  information,  the  first  program  of  its  type,  will  begin 
this  fall  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"The  programs  are  designed  to  help  solve  the  growing 
communication  needs  of  business,  industry,  and  scientific  research 
organizations,"  said  Dr.  Henry  Knepler,  chairman  of  IIT's  language, 
literature  and  philosophy  department. 

Pointing  out  that  this  is  a  highly  experimental  program,  Knepler 
said  that  little  organized  work  has  been  done  in  this  country  to 
combine  communications  skills  with  the  sciences,  engineering,  and 
medicine . 

In  emphasizing  the  need  for  such  programs,  Knepler  said  that 
the  increasing  complexity  and  specialization  of  today's  world  demand 
a  new  field  of  professionals  specially  trained  in  both  science  and 
communication  techniques  to  make  technical  information  intelligible 
through  trade  journals,  newspapers,  magazines,  and  within  the  scientific 
community  itself. 

"Today,  scientific  writers  with  liberal  arts  degrees  have  to 
struggle  to  acquire  the  background  in  science,  medicine  or  engineering 
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demanded  in  their  profession.   Science  majors,  on  the  other  hand, 
may  lack  skill  in  expressing  themselves  effectively,"  Knepler  added. 

"Scientific  and  technological  institutions  which  also  have 
strong  liberal  arts  programs  must  take  the  lead  in  solving  this 
modern  communications  problem,"  he  went  on. 

A  unique  aspect  of  IIT's  program  is  the  plan  to  assign  students 
to  practice  their  skills  (during  the  course  of  the  programs)  at 
institutions  located  on  the  campus:   the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology, 
IIT  Research  Institute  and  the  John  Crerar  Library. 

Explaining  this  arrangement,  Knepler  said,  "If  the  student 
intends  to  devote  himself  to  educational  training  materials  and  their 
design,  he  may  work  in  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  which  has 
an  intensive  correspondence  course  program.   If  he  intends  to  write 
and  edit  research  proposals  and  reports,  he  may  practice  his  writing 
at  IIT  Research  Institute  (formerly  Armour  Research  Foundation.) 
If  he  is  interested  in  writing  on  science  and  technology  for  the 
general  public,  he  may  work  on  some  of  IIT's  publications  designed 
for  that  purpose." 

It  is  expected  that  students  will  work  with  IIT's  UNIVAC  and 
IBM  computers  as  a  means  of  gathering  and  analyzing  information. 
Particular  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  computer's  ability  to 
translate,  and  thus  convey  scientific  information  in  foreign  languages, 

Knepler  said. 
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Those  completing  IIT's  new  programs  should  be  well  prepared 
for  careers  in  business,  industry,  scientific  and  medical  research 
organizations.   They  may  edit  or  write  proposals,  manuals,  progress 
reports  and  articles  for  professional  journals,  newspapers  and 
popular  magazines.   Or  they  may  abstract  or  conduct  library  research 
with  scientific,  technological  or  medical  materials. 

"Women  as  well  as  men  wishing  to  combine  their  interest  in 
science  and  communications  can  excel  in  this  area,"  Knepler  concluded 
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June  7,  1963 


CHICAGO  —  Ten  Chicago-area  high  school  chemistry  teachers 
recently  completeo  a  unique  in-service  course  in  the  theory  and 
use  of  modern  chemical  instruments  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

This  course  is  one  of  a  series  of  courses  at  IIT  sponsored 
by  the  National  Science  Foundation  and  aimed  at  raising  the 
level  of  high  school  teaching  of  science  and  mathematics.   In 
the  chemical  instrument  course,  the  teacher-students  met  each 
Saturday  during  the  Spring  semester  for  two  hours  of  lecture^ 
and  three  hours  of  laboratory  work  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Rubin  Battino,  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  IIT. 

During  the  semester,  each  teacher  constructed  instruments 
such  as  potentiometers,  polarographs  and  electrical  test  meters, 
which  he  took  back  to  his  high  school  at  the  completion  of  the 
course .

CHICAGO,  June  7  —  "What  man  neglects  of  the  wholeness  of  his 
F   being  sooner  or  later  avenges  itself  on  him.   We  thus  have  the 

phenomenon  of  scientists  turning  philosophers  at  the  end  of  their 
I   lives  and  making  fools  of  themselves." 

This  observation  was  made  in  an  address  tonight  by  Dr.  Charles  H, 
Malik,  Lebanese  diplomat,  philosopher  and  educator,  to  the  graduating 
class  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  during  commencement 
exercises  held  at  Chicago's  Orchestra  Hall.   Dr.  Malik,  who  has  been 
president  of  both  the  Security  Council  and  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  United  Nations,  received  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  from 
IIT  President  John  T.  Rettaliata  at  the  ceremony.   His  speech 
was  entitled  "Science  and  the  Humanities." 

In  discussing  the  pitfalls  into  which  scientists  stumble  if 
they  neglect  to  concern  themselves  with  the  humanities,  Dr.  Malik 
asserted:  "They  make  the  silliest  statements  about  final  things. 
In  dissecting  their  frogs,  elaborating  their  logical  symbols,  and 
spinning  their  abstract  systems  of  thought,  they  acted  as  though 
the  final  things,  the  things  of  truth,  beauty,  suffering,  goodness 
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and  God,  did  not  exist.   But  since  they  do  exist,  and  since  scientists 
have  been  unnaturally  parched  for  them  all  their  lives,  when  they 
do  remember  them  under  the  pressure  and  exigencies  of  events,  or 
because  they  are  at  last  approaching  their  graves  and  are  beginning 
to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  perhaps  something  extraordinary  and 
important  has  been  missed  by  them  all  their  lives,  or  has  not  been 
sufficiently  developed  in  them,  it  is  then,  alas,  too  late." 

Malik  cited  Dr.  Einstein  "pontificating  about  God"  and  Sir 
Julian  Huxley,  British  biologist,  "pontificating  about  man,"  as 
examples  of  scientists-turned-philosophers  who  "make  the  theologian, 
the  philosopher  and  the  poet  simply  smile." 

The  Lebanese  scholar  defined  science  as  the  "politics  of  nature" 
because  in  it,  man  is  in  control    However,  he  pointed  out,  there  are 
a  number  of  limitations  on  this  control,  among  them  the  fact  that 
scientists  are  not  alone  in  the  world  and  are  limited  by  other 
scientists    "If  you  have  not  seen  scientists  quarreling  with  and 
intriguing  and  harboring  terrible  grudges  against  one  another,  you 
have  seen  nothing,   Before  the  infinite  and  sometimes  inhuman 
challenge  of  winning  the  respect  and  recognition  of  his  peers  the 
scientists  is  far  from  being  in  control," 

Malik  also  mentioned  other  limitations  on  the  scientist  caused 
by  other  people  who  are  as  proud  of  what  they  represent  and  are  as 
the  scientist  is,   "For  example,"  he  said,  "the  statesman  or  administrator 
will  gladly  accept  to  consult  and  use  the  scientist,  but  generally 
speaking  he  will  balk  at  the  scientist  dictating  policy  to  him." 
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In  speaking  of  the  present  concern  about  space  exploration,  Malik 
stated  that  people  have  tended  to  read  in  the  probability  of  life  and 
intelligence  elsewhere  in  the  universe  all  sorts  of  fantastic 
possibilities . 

"They  believe,"  he  said,  "that  we  might  find  more  mature 
civilizations  there  than  what  has  arisen  on  the  earth.   The  best  of 
us  would  appear  children  beside  these  civilizations.   Their  science 
would  completely  overshadow  and  supersede  our  science.   And  above  all, 
they  would  be  free  of  'religious  superstitions; '  and  in  fact  our  mere 
discovery  of  them  would  prove  there  is  no  God." 

Malik  discounted  all  this,  saying  that  since  beings  on  other 
planets  would  be  limited  and  subject  to  death,  just  as  are  men  on 
earth,  there  would  be  no  reason  to  be  overawed  by  them.   He  argued 
that  because  of  this,  scientists  like  Harvard  astronomer  Harlow  Shapley 
who  have  concluded  on  the  basis  of  strict  scientific  calculations  that 
there  are  in  the  universe  billions  of  heavenly  bodies  with  a  material 
environment  not  dissimilar  to  that  on  earth,  and  that  therefore  it  is 
virtually  certain  that  there  are  innumerable  places  in  the  universe 
where  life  and  intelligence  meet,  have  proven  "absolutely  nothing, 
either  about  life,  about  man,  or  about  civilization,  or  certainly 
about  God."

CHICAGO  —  A  low-cost  and  long-life  fuel  cell  for  efficient  on-site 
conversion  of  natural  gas  to  electricity  in  both  home  and  industry 
is  being  developed  at  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  (affiliate  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago). 

The  fuel  cell  is  the  only  energy  conversion  device  capable  of 
producing  inexpensive  electricity  in  the  1  to  10-kilowatt  range 
required  for  individual  dwellings, 
L      Its  potential  efficiency,  which  may  exceed  80  per  cent,  surpasses 
that  of  the  most  modern  power  plant,  rated  at  only  about  40  per  cent 
efficiency. 
I      Conceivably,  large  fuel  cell  installations  may  in  the  future  be 
used  to  supply  power  to  shopping  centers,  schools,  apartment  houses, 
or  groups  of  homes. 

Among  the  fuel  cell  applications  foreseen  within  the  gas  industry 
are  the  supplying  of  power  for  instrumentation  and  control  at  pipeline 
compressor  stations;  for  liquefied  natural  gas  storage  facilities; 
and  for  cathodic  protection  of  gas  pipelines  against  corrosion. 
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Hospitals  and  communication  centers  may  call  upon  them  for 
stand-by  power,  and  strategic  military  installations  could  use  them 
at  times  of  national  crisis.   The  aluminum  and  other  electrochemical 
industries  can  use  fuel  cells  as  a  low-cost  source  of  d-c  power. 

Basic  Operation  of  the  Cell 

Fuel  cell  operation  is  similar  to  that  of  a  storage  battery,  but 
instead  of  consuming  the  materials  in  the  battery,  the  cell  utilizes 
a  fuel  and  air,  which  are  fed  continuously. 

Because  natural  gas  will  not  react  rapidly  enough  in  a  fuel  cell 
unless  very  high  temperatures  or  expensive  catalysts  are  employed,  it 
is  converted  to  a  more  active  form. 

This  is  achieved  in  the  IGT  cell  by  passing  one  portion  of  the 
incoming  natural  gas  through  a  sulfur-removal  cartridge  and  then  into 
a  reforming  unit,  where  it  reacts  with  steam  in  the  presence  of  a 
catalyst  to  convert  it  to  carbon  dioxide  and  hydrogen.   The  hydrogen-rich 
stream  is  fed  into  the  battery  of  cells. 

Another  portion  of  the  gas  is  fed  to  a  burner  to  maintain  the 
battery  of  cells  at  the  operating  temperature  of  900°  F  and  also 
provide  the  heat  needed  for  the  reforming  reaction.   In  the  past  year, 
the  temperature  requirement  has  been  lowered  from  1100°  F. 

The  carbon  dioxide  and  oxygen  needed  at  the  cathode  to  complete 

the  electrochemical  reaction  are  supplied  by  the  flue  products  from 

the  gas  burner. 
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At  its  present  stage  of  development,  the  individual  cell  can 
generate  about  25  amperes  per  square  foot  of  effective  area  at  0.5 
volt.   The  prototype  6-inch  square  cells  produce  about  3  watts  at  0.5 
volt  per  cello 

Smaller  models  of  these  cells  have  operated  continuously  for  over 
5000  hours  with  no  decline  in  performance.   In  terms  of  natural  gas 
used,  one  therm,  about  10  cents  worth,  could  produce  as  much  as 
20-kilowatt-hours  of  electricity  in  such  a  device. 

IGT's  Fuel  Cell  Research  Program 

IGT  fuel  cell  research,  sponsored  by  the  American  Gas  Association's 
PAR  (Promotion-Advertising-Research)  Plan,  is  currently  being  directed 
toward  improving  the  power  output  and  lifetime  of  the  individual  cell 
and  reducing  the  cost  of  some  of  its  components,   Institute  engineers 
are  also  solving  problems  associated  with  the  stacking  of  individual 
cells  in  series  for  constructing  a  complete  power  pack  assembly. 

Already  the  cost  of  fuel  cell  component  hardware  has  been 
reduced — from  $20  per  watt  two  years  ago  to  the  present  20  cents  per 
watt,  with  greater  reduction  in  sight. 

New  electrolyte  compositions,  making  possible  the  use  of  commercially 
available  electrode  materials  in  a  modified  cell  assembly,  account 
for  the  savings    While  power  density  and  voltage  efficiency  were 
doubled,  anode  costs  decreased  approximately  a  hundredfold. 
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Project  engineers  foresee,  in  1964,  the  building  of  a  500-watt 
prototype  unit;  and  in  1965,  the  testing  of  additional  prototype 
units  in  selected  field  locations,  and  submitting  of  design  specifications 
to  manufacturers  for  construction  of  several  identical  units. 

Then,  contingent  on  the  results  of  field  tests,  work  in  1966 
and  1967  will  progress  to  construction  of  larger  units  in  the  2-kilowatt 
range  for  use  as  test  power  sources  for  individual  dwellings. 

Visualizing  the  Domestic  System 

Utilization  engineers  at  the  Institute  visualize  the  domestic 
system  as  comprising  the  power  pack;  means  for  recovering  waste  heat 
from  the  pack  for  space  heating,  air  conditioning,  and  water  heating; 
storage  batteries  to  improve  load  cycle  conditions,  and  a  d-c  inverter 
unit  to  supply  services  requiring  60-cycle  alternating  current. 

However,  they  point  out  that  domestic  application  would  be 
attractive  only  if  the  savings  in  fuel  cost  of  natural  gas  over 
purchased  electricity  were  sufficient  to  pay  out  the  investment  within 
a  reasonable  time. 

Even  before  the  power  pack  is  fully  developed  to  supply  heat  and 
electricity  in  the  home,  the  fuel  cell  may  be  used  to  provide  standard 
power  for  electrical  attachments  to  gas  appliances,  such  as  blowers 
in  gas  furnaces. 
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
